"STONE  FRUIT  TPJ:ES,  or  pa;.."te  thereof,  including  the  fruit,  grown 
in  any  country  in  which  any  of  the  diseases  known  as 
peach  yellows,  peach  rosette,  little  peach,  or  phony 
pea,ch  exists,"

"For  the  purposes  of  this  prohiliition  any  State  of  the 
United  States  of  America  is  deemed  to  "be  a  country," 
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
